Mrs.  Carole  Jonaitis  and  Miss  Mary  Mackley,  the  two  dedicated  directors  of  Fermi  Lamplight- 
ers, have  led  aspiring  young  actors  and  actresses  with  love,  patience  and  skill  through  five  fulfill- 
ing and  enriching  years. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Jonaitis  and  Miss  Mackley,  Fermi  Lamplighters  produced  One  Flew 
Over  the  Cuckoo’s  Nest  in  1975,  and  Damn  Yankees  scored  well  the  same  year.  In  1976,  Lamplighters 
presented  The  Crucible.  In  1977  they  brought  audiences  to  the  little  village  of  Anetevka  with  Fid- 
dler on  the  Roof.  Bye  Bye  Birdie,  a hilarious  spoof  on  the  Rock-'n’-Roll  era,  was  the  1978  production. 
An  added  dimension  to  Lamplighter  achievements  was  the  Lamplighter’s  Childrfen  Theater  produc- 
tion in  1979,  which  sought  to  instill  in  the  youngsters  a genuine  love  and  interest  in  the  theater. 

After  five  years  of  great  success,  Mrs.  Jonaitis  and  Miss  Mackley  are  resigning  as  Lamplighter 
directors.  What  they  leave  behind  is  a legacy  of  greater  self-understanding  and  personal  growth 
for  Fermi  Lamplighters.  Although  they  bid  farewell  to  the  Lamplighters,  what  they  have  culti- 
vated will  continue  to  grow  and  flourish  for  years  to  come.
